Amend tlie Law relating to tlie Appointment of 
County Surveyors in Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Law relating to Preamble, 
the Appointment of County Surveyors in Ireland : Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and' Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 



1. So much of Section Thirty-nine of the Act of the Sixth and P«tt rf ^ 
Seventh Years of King William the Fourth, Chapter One hundled c r 15 .( 3 . 39 .) 
and sixteen, and so much of Section Seven of the Act of the Seventh and of 
10 and Eighth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter One hundred and six, as 106 . (s‘.°7.) 
respectively provide that the Lord Lieutenant shall appoint a Board repealed, 
of Three Civil or Military Engineers to examine and certify the 
Qualifications of all Persons desirous to act as Surveyors or Assistant 
Surveyors under the Provisions of the said first-recited Act, or as 
15 District Surveyors for the County of Dublin under the Provisions of 
the said second-recited Act, shall be and the same is hereby repealed.

2 County Surveyors [Ireland). 

Act, or as District Surveyors for the County of Dublin, under the 
Provisions of the said second-recited Act, shall be examined into and 
certified by the Civil Service Commissioners for the Time being, 
appointed by Her Majesty in Council ; and whenever a Vacancy shall 
occur in any of such Offices an Examination of all Persons desirous to 5 
fill the same shall be held at such Time and Place as the said Com- 
missioners shall appoint, of which Examination due Notice shall be 
given, and One of the Persons who shall be certified by the said 
Commissioners shall be appointed to the vacant Office of Surveyor or 
Assistant Surveyor by the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor 10 
or Governors of Ireland, or to the vacant Office of District Surveyor 
for the County of Dublin by the Grand Jury of the said County, 
according as such Vacancies shall occur. 

3. This Act shall commence and take effect on and after the First 
Day of October One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two. 15
